Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner contacted Mr. Henter to discuss potential allowable subject matter. The Examiner indicated that the claimed 
method comprising administration of hyaluronic acid in both crosslinked and uncrosslinked form may be patentable if 
Applicants can provide evidence of unexpected results. Specifically, the Applicants needed to show that the 
combination exhibited results superior to either crosslinked or uncrosslinked hyaluronic acid alone, as well as results 
that showed more than an additive effect of the two combined. Mr. Henter indicated that the Applicants did not have 
the results readily available. The Examiner indicated that an Office Action will be issued then and Applicants' evidence 
can be submitted along with their response to the next Office Action.
